Reforesting the fcaads. 


The state of Michigan can show some 


specimens of lauds rendered worthless 
by reckless timber cutting which cannot 
be excelled even \iy the desolate defor- 
ested regions of the shores of the Medi- 
terranean. 


Fifty years ago the peninsula had 


hundreds of thousands of acres of valua- 
ble pine lands. By a process of ruin aud 
fire known only to the western* Ameri- 
can backwoodsman many of the lands 
have been stripped deetitute of their 
valuable trees and turned out baza 
The soil, deprived of its timber, was so 
poor and barren that the owners did 
not consider it worth paying taxes on. 
In that way many thousand acres of the 
denuded pine lands have fallen back in- 
to the hands of the state. 


A proposition has been made that the 


state enter on the work of reproducing 
tbe fair forest growth that once covered 
the peninsula. Experiments show that 
the valuable white pine and Norway 
pine grow readily in the deforested 
ground. If planted and taken care of, the 
young trees will become valuable for 
timber once more in about 40 years. 


It is a work well worth entering on.

There ia as yet no workshop, as hick 


of room prevent* it, but women are al- 
lowed to pay for lodging by doing 
housework and sowing. When the work- 
shop is established, it will furnish many 
different kinds of work. One of the 
most interesting and valuable things 
about this portion of the enterprise is 
that especial pains will be taken to 
work against the sweatshops. 
When it 


is possible, work is found for those who 
wish it As soon aa the funds are raised 
the association will build, but it has 
wisely gone to work in showing the 
need for iU work by renting quarters 
first and not waiting for a lot, bricks 
and mortar.—Chicago Letter. 


WoM«n la Fnblie (me*. 


There are three licensed woman doc 


tors in the summer corps of medical in- 
spectors appointed by tbe board of 
health. All of them are youthful spin- 
sters : Miss Mitchell, M. D., Miss Deane, 
M. D., and Miss Weiss, M. D. The other 
doctors of tbe body offered no objection 
to the selection of these three inspect- 
ors, all of whom are said to be fully 
qualified to perform the duties of their 
office. Their salary is $100 a month, 
and we have no doubt they will earn it 
by faithful service. It is a most labori- 
ous duty to which they have been ap 
pointed. 


With women laboring for the board 


of health and for tho board of educa- 
tion and for tho street clowning depart 
meiit, there can be no ground of com- 
plaint that women are excluded from 
public office.

"How will this control the nhipbnild- 


ing industry? Why, in this way: It has 
been demonstrated by conclusive testa at 
yoor proving grounds at Saudy Hook 
and elsewhere that steel mixed with, say, 
6 per cent of niekel is drmble the i-trength 
of ordinary steel In the construction of 
men-of-war the advant^jje is obvious, 
and in building merchant ve=-_->els the 
benefit to be derived from tho use of 
nickel eteel is equally pl:.iu, us it will 
enable them to be built much lighter 
than they are now, which means less 
coal and less engine power with an equal 
amount of security and equal amount of 
speed. It will only be a few years when 
a wooden vessel >u tho port of Chicago 
will be something of » novelty and the 
new vessels will before very long, for 
the radons indicated, be made of nickel 
sfe»el, and this \\ill be the only metal in 
demand fur the purpose at your great 
shipbuilding yards iu Cleveland, De- 
troit, South Chicago aud other points. 


"Another advantage which Steel hav- 


ing nickel m its composition pos^ossc* 
over ordinary steel is that it will not 
corrode and that barnacles cannot get a 
foothold on it, so that nickel steel ships' 
bottom will never require to be scraped. ' '

A New JK*c« of ROMW 


The Gardeners' Chronicle calls atten- 


tion to a new race of nx.es which ba« 
been introduced by some Paris growers. 
They belong to the Polyantha group- 
that is to say, they bear their flowers in 
trusses. The new roses have the advan- 
tage over the others of being "perpet 
nal," and consequently they flower con- 
tinuously all through the summer. This 
advantage they owe to their origin, a 
natural c>oss (croisement naturel), ob- 
served iu the Lyons gardens, between 
the flowers of the first specimens of 
Polyautha introduced from Japan and 
some hybrid perpetual roses. By repeat- 
ed and careful selections, a new r.ice of 
roses has been produced \\hich, like ;m- 
noaJs, germinate, dower and produce 
seeds in less than a year. The term 
"dwarf" is justified by the height, which 
in adult plants is ouly about 20 inches. 
The flowers are single, semidoulde or 
double, in almost equal proportion, and 
present almost all the variations of color 
observed iu cultivated roses. Flowering 
commences in the first year, and even 
a few months after Miwing. This pre- 
cocity is one of the must remarkable and 
interesting featur«« of this new typo. — 
Westminster
